compositions of Formula I where X= and R1 and R2 are 

independently selected from as claimed (no NR1 R2 ring formation). A further 
election of single disclosed species is required. 

II. Claims 1 , 4, 8, 9 and 14 are drawn to compounds and pharmaceutical 

compositions of Formula I where X= and R1 and R2 together with the 

nitrogen to which they are joined to form a 5- or 6-membered monocyclic 
heterocyclic ring or a 9- or 10-membered bicyclic heterocyclic ring as claimed. A 
further election of single disclosed species is required. 
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III. Claims 1-3, 5, 8, 9 and 14 are drawn to compounds and pharmaceutical 
compositions of Formula I where X=indazolyl, pyrazolyl and R1 and R2 are 
independently selected from as claimed (no NR1 R2 ring formation). A further 
election of single disclosed species is required. 

IV. Claims 1 , 4, 5, 8, 9 and 14 are drawn to compounds and pharmaceutical 
compositions of Formula I where X= indazolyl, pyrazolyl and R1 and R2 together 
with the nitrogen to which they are joined to form a 5- or 6-membered monocyclic 
heterocyclic ring or a 9- or 10-membered bicyclic heterocyclic ring as claimed. A 
further election of single disclosed species is required. 

V. Claim 1 2 is drawn to a method of treating a disorder in a mammal being 
mediated by inappropriate ROCK-1 activity limited to the scope of one of Groups 
I- IV. An election of species is required if this group is chosen. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Where a group of inventions is claimed in an application, the requirement 
of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among 
those inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical 
features... those technical features that define a contribution which each of the claimed 
inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. 
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The technical feature linking these inventions is the common core found in Formula 
I. This special technical feature is found in WO 01/60821 as described by Phillips et 
al where Z=H; X=pyridinyl; R1=H and R2=heterocyclyl (see specie below located on 
page 7, line 24) and is thus not a contribution over the prior art. 




Therefore the above claims, are not so linked as to form a single general 
inventive concept and there is a lack of unity of invention because they lack a common 
core structure and the technical features present fail to define a contribution over the 
prior art. Accordingly, unity of invention is considered to be lacking and restriction of the 
invention in accordance with the rules of unity of invention is considered to be proper. 

Therefore, since the claims do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 and lack the same or corresponding special technical features, 
the claims lack unity of invention and should be limited to only one invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention. 
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The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 01 , 1 02, 1 03 and 1 1 2. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP
